(a) The taking of Quail by mean 4 of nets on the sea is prohibited except in 
accordance with the following conditions:- 


1. Application must be made to the District Governor fora special licence.

2. An annual fee of £E. 1 shall be paid for each kilomelric length of 
net so employed, or part of a kilometre. 

3. A single line of nets shall be employed. 

4. The nets shall be erected at least 500 metres distant from the edsre

Individual nets must not he more than 200 metres long, i.e. not more 
than 200 metres of any part of the shore may he webbed continuously. 
A length of shore equal to the longest net employed must be left 
unnetted between any two adjacent nets. 


The taking, disturbance, destruction or sale of all eggs of game anv of 
all young of game throughout Palestine is prohibited except with * the 
written permission of the District Governor. 

I lie mammals and birds defined in Schedule I. to these Regulations shall 
be considered vermin.

‘Close Season’’ means from February 1st. to August 31st. 
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II. The following game is protected by a close season:- All partridges, all 
sandgrouse, all bustard, hares and all gazelles. 

III. Francolin is entirely protected and all hunting of this bird is illegal. 

IV. Only one male gazelle of each species (Nos. 1,2,3, of “B” in Schdule II. 
of the Ordinance) may be killed by a holder of an “A” licence in any 
part of Palestine. 


V. All hunting in Game Reserves is prohibited except with the written permis¬ 
sion of the Chief Secretary. 

The following areas have been declared Game Reserves: 


1. JELIL. 

2. WADI FUSAIL. 

3. GHORANIYEH. 

4. BEIT JEBRIN. 


3. CARMELITE

Hunting of the following birds and mammals is absolutely prohibited until 
further notice : — Ibex, Eagles, Vultures, Kestrels, Owls, Storks, Cranes, 
Hoopoes, Bee-eaters, Plover, Larks, Lapwing or Peewit, Pipit, Wagtails 
Warblers and Wheatears. /
